Dear Pat, 


You and Jean have done a superb job of gathering information on 
Wayne County. Thank you for all of your work and for making it available 
at a reasonable cost. I had planned to see what could be ordered on 
microfilm from LDS Church, but after studying "Who Lived Where" and "Who 
Married Whom", I think it would not help. I noted that you included 
my John G. Bishop, Jr. and would like to know if you found his name in 
any of the records, or was it from the information I sent several years 
ago? The middle name was Greenberry rather than Granberry and his date 
of birth was 1799 according to census and family history. Et as a 
mystery why John Sr. is not found in the records. My theory is that 
either he died shortly after arriving or he was living in the household 
with one of the others in 1820 and died before 1830 census. John, Jr. 
moved on to Hinds Co. and is shown there on 1830 census. I had hoped to 
find something on the Woods. I don't know whether Mary was from Wayne 
County or Hinds County. Prehaps the John Wood, 1820 census of Wayne Co., 
is the same person as the John Woods 1830 census of Hinds Co. and a 
relative of Mary. 


Thank you for information on Esias and Thomas. I see now that 
Thomas Tillman did not live in Lauderdale County - just owned land there. 
If I had gone back through my files, I could have figured it out since 
I have some 1850 Wayne Co. Census information. I saw the neeé@ of 
organizing my material, and made the enclosed charts hoping some pattern 
would emerge. It appears to me that my John Sr. was more likely to 
have been a brother of Esias and Thomas than the John Bishop in Green 
County, for the following reasons: 

1. He seems to have been a contemporary of Esias and Thomas (son 

porn in 1799). 

2, According to family history, he lived in Edgefield District. 
1810 census shows a John Bishop in Edgefield County. 

3. Family history indicates he moved to Wayne County in 1818 - same 
as your estimate of the arrival of Esias and Thomase 

4. His son John, Jr moved to Lauderdale County; sons of Esias and 
Thomas bought land in Lauderdale County. 

5, Thomas who married Rebecca named a son Allen; my John Jr. named 
a son Allen. 

6, The name Greenberry is found in Maryland and northern Virginia 
Counties. In fact, there were several Greenberry Bishops in 
the area. One is shown on 1790 census of Anne Arundel County 
which borders Prince George 

None of the above is true of the Green County John Bishop, except maybe - 
time of arrival. I don't know exact date. T'm sure you have been in 
touch with Mary Barwick since she was the one who gave me your address 
several years ago. In her last letter she mentioned that the obituary 
of one of the daughters of her John Bishop stated she was born in North 
Carolina. A large number of North Carolina Bishops are descendants of 
Capt. John Bishop of Surry Co. Va. 


I am wondering if Ezekiel Bishop were not a brother of Esias and 
Thomas, also. He was in Edgefield County at the same time they were, 
a contemporary, and his grandson was named Tillman, ace 4 
’ o) Ording to Bobbye 
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Harkins. Ezekiel gave Virginia as place of birth (according to Barney 
Smith), but we know there were many mistakes in the census. One of my 
ancestors gave North Carolina as place of birth on 1850 census, and 
South Carolina on the 1860 census and 1870 census, 


There was an Allen Bishop in Spartanbarg District South Carolina 
in early eighteen hundreds. TI have wondered if he were related since 
the name was used in my family and in Thomas fT. Bishop's family. 


I was not the one who placed the queries in "Gen. Helper" or 
"Georgia Gen. Magazine Off hand, I do not know where I can get a copy 
of either, but thanks for informing me. I will keep my eyes open for 

them. 


The Mewborn sisters of Green County have done nothing but work on 
genealogy for many years. I see them occasionally at meetings of 
Old Dobbs Genealogical Society and will see if they have or know of 
anyone who might have the information you seek. In case you want to 
write them I will give you their address. It may be a while before
